CANADA’S WAR ON 
DROUGHT 


WORK OF 
REHABILITATION 
COMMITTEE 


á 


CIENCE is at grips with nature in 
S Western Canada. Systematically, on a 
scale uever before attempted, men are 
pitting their knowledge and their skill against 
the twin danger of drought and soil drifting, 
which have srom time to time affected prairie 
sgvicuiture and, indirectly, the industry and 
commerce of the Dominion as a whole. 
The instrument through which sgience 1s 
working ig the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Advisory Committee, which was established 
by Act of Parliament in April of this year on 
the initiative of the Minister of Agriculture, 
The plans of the Committee are varied 
and widespread. They include the establish- 
ment of some fifty district experiment sub- 
stations on farms of 640 acres apiece in the 
drought-affected areas. Here the most up-to- 
date methods devised by experts for com- 
bating drought and soil-drifting are demons- 
trated to visiting farmers under a trained 
supervisor. The reclaiming of some of the 
areas where soil-drifting has been excep- 
tionally severe is a major task in itself, the 
work including co-operative efforts on a large 
scale by farmers for the planting of sheltering 
belts of trees round farms and eventually 
round whole towns. 
' Another matter to which attention is being 
devoted is water development. A committee 
has been formed, with its headquarters 1ú 
Saskatchewan, and has many plans in hand. 
Nearly five thousand applications for. assist- 
ance for the construction of wells, dugouts, 
dams and other means of conserving water 
supplies have been received from farmers, 
and a staff of engineers are taking their 
problems in hand. 


CORPS OF SCIENTISTS 

A corps of scientists are also looking into 
the question of moisture content of soils 
taken from different parts of the affected 
areas. Others are examining the influence of 
trees on wind velocity and the lke under 


the direction of Mr. Norman Ross, one of 
the world’s greatest authoritice on forestry. 
He is distributing milhons of trees to 


farmers from his laboratories. 

Yet another small army of experts are 
going into problems of grass development with 
particular reference to their suitability to re- 
sist soil drifting. 

it has already been much’ evident to the 
committee that, if such work as is now being 
done had been undertaken twenty years “80, 
even with scientific facilities then available, 
much of the trouble to which Western farmers 
are liable to-day would never have arisen. 

The Rehabilitation Committee—whose work 
is being co-ordinated by the Dominion’s Agri- 
cultural expert, Dr. Archibald, from Ottawa, 
has. £150,000 to spend during the coming 
year, and £200,000 a year for the next four 
vears. In addition, £100,000 has been allotted 
this year for water development. 

its members consist of two representatives 
of the Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
one representative of the grain-growing 
farmers from the drought and soil-drfting 
areas in each of the three Prairie Provinces, 
one representative from the Saskatchewan 
live stock farmers, one representative of the 
Calgary range farmers from the drought 
areas, one representative from the mortgage 
companies of Canada, the Canadian Bankers’. 
Association, the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
the Canadian National Railways, andi one 
from-each of the Governments of the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

The members receive no pay. Their work 
is characteristic of the energy and zeal with 
which Canada is promoting the progress of 
every section of her agricultural industry,

PARTY RAFFLE

MONEY TO BE RETURNED 


The organisers oí the United Ireland Party 
raifle have informed the branch secretaries 
of the organisation that money obtained for 
the sale of tickets should be refunded to pur- 
chasers, except in cases where the pur 
chasers are willing to allow it to be regarded 
as contributions, 

The attitude ef the Department of Justice, 
an /rish Times reporter was informed yester- 
day. is that lotteries are to be prohibited en- 
tirely, except in the case of a lottery for the 
aid of the poor. Even then the first prize 
must net exceed £30, and the tickets must 
not be sold abroad. Raffles in which the

| LEAN YEAR FOR

THE GOVERNMENT'S AID 
——2—- 


HE report of the Northern Ireland 
Ministry of Commerce on the sea 


and inland fisheries of Northern 
Ireland for the years 1933 and 1934 
shows that the total value of sea 
fish, other than salmon, landed at 


Northern Ireland ports in 1933 was higher 
than in 1932. In 1934, however, owing to 
the almost complete failure of the herring 
fishing, the aggregate value fell to £46,051, 
which was £1,982 below the 1933 figure. 

By mid-July the situation had become so 
serious that fishing would have’ been 
suspended entirely hed not the Northern 
Government come to the help of the fisher- 
men with a scheme of financial assistance. 

In both years reviewed by the report an 
improvement in the conditions in other 
branches of the sea fishing industry is 
recorded, and it is gratifying to learn that 
had the herring catch of 1934 attained even 
the average of recent years, the aggregate 
results of sea fishing for that year would 
have reached a level unapproached since 
1928. eat 

The Government loans scheme, which 1s 


| designed to assist fishermen in the purchase 


of boats and fishing equipment, continued to 
be employed, and in each of the years under 
review Joans amounting to approximately 
£650 were advanced, mainly for the provision 
of nets. 

As regards inland fisheries, the report 
shows that in 1933 salmog fishing through- 
out Northern Ireland was only fair, but that 
improvement was reported from all districts 
in 1934. ‘Trout. fishing suffered from the 
prevailing drought in both years, particu- 
larly in 1933, when most of the rivers were 
abnormally low. The number of prosecu- 
tions for offences against the fishery laws in 
some districts tends to increase, but the 
rivers were well stocked, and breeding fish 
were reported to be more plentiful than in 
previous years. 


TROUBLE WITH 
ARCHITECTS 
ANOTHER LEAGUE

GENEVA, Thursday. 
A stinging criticism of the architects 
of the new League building was made by 
M. Avenol, Secretary-General, during a 
debate in the Assembly Budget Commis- 


| sion to-night. 


M. Avenol complained that, although 
work had been in progress for several 
years, it had been impossible for him to 
secure from the Committee of Architects 
plans for the fitting out of the Assembly 
Hall. 

“Now,” he said, “I will have to take 
action to get these plans.” One of the 
great difficulties in connection with the 
work on the new building had been the 
differences of opinion which had arisen 
in the Committee of Architects since their 
former president died. 

“At the present time,” .said M. 
Avenol, “it is a question whether their 
own rights or the work they are supposed 
to be carrying out occupies more of their 


discussions,’’ 
It was stated in the debate that it 


would be impossible to complete the 
League’s new library. ‘This library, 


described by M. Avenol as being “six or 
seven times more costly than the needs of 
the Secretariat had justified,’’ was pro: 
vided for by the gift of 2.000.000 dollars 
from the Rockefeller Foundation. While 
the work was under way the dollar was 
devalued and the fund no longer sufficed. 
with the result that, as the Netherlands 
delegate said to-day, the building looks 
“like a house the day after an earth- 
quake.’’

Cussen, D.J., ruled that there should be 

no dancing after midnight, except when a 
special application for an extension of the 
time was granted, and no dancing after 11 
o'clock on Sunday night. When applications 
for dancing licences came before him the 
hours that he would suggest for Sunday 
nights were from 8 until 11 o'clock. 

The Justice said that before granting 
licences he must be satisfied about the 
character, financial and otherwise, of the ap- 
plicant; the suitability of the place for which 
a licence was required; the existing factlities 
for dancing, the parking of vehicles, the age 
of persons likely to use the dance hall, 
facilities for supervision by the Civic Guard, 
hours during which dancing may take place, 
the number of persons who could be accom- 
modated, and whether there was any ob- 
jection to dancing on Sundays. 


EVIDENCE OF CHARACTER 


In regard to character, in the absence of 
objection, the fact that the applicant had had 
a licence this year would, in the majority of 
cases, satisfy him; and, as regards suitability, 
in general the hall should have been passed 
by the Dublin Corporation engineer as suit- 
able for dancing. Having regard to the 
population of Dublin and the number of 
applications, no evidence would be required 
regarding existing facilities in the absence of 
objection. He would rely on the Civic 
Guards to inform him if they considered 
special conditions were required for parking. 

As a tentative measure, he would require a 
written undertaking from every applicant not 
knowingly to admit any person under the 
age of 18 years. Unless aided by an ob- 
jection, he could measure how many persons 
could be admitted to a hall only by requiring 
an undertaking that adequate cloakroom 
accommodation would be provided. ' 


A JUSTICE’S CRITICISM 


Having thanked the Press for their assist- 
ance in gauging public opinion, the Justice 
said :—' Í cannot conclude without stating 
that I consider the criticism of the Dublin 
Gardai (as reported in the Press) by a col- 
league when granting dancing licences in 
another county was not justified. I agree 
entirely with the answer given by Chief 
Superintendent Clarke to this criticism.

EVIDENCE AT GREATER 
DUBLIN TRIBUNAL 


T yesterday’s session of the Local 
A Government (Dublin) Tribunal, in the 
Four Courts, Dublin, the hearing of 

evidence on behalf of the Dublin Corporation 
was continued; | i 

Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, K.C., chairman, pre- 
sided. Messrs. T. C. Courtney and R. J. 
Baker, the other members of the Tribunal, 
were also present. : | 

Mr. Ignatius J. Rice, Law Agent to the 
Dublin Corporation, cross-examined by Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., who appeared for the 
Dublin County Council, said that it would 
be possible to extend the legal limit at 
‘present imposed as to the distance to which 
the Fire Brigade could go outside the city. 
The Corporation, in that event, would have 
to increase the staff of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade as well as the apparatus. He 
thought that they would be willing to do 
that if they obtained a contribution from the 
county. Sa 

Mr. Geoghegan—Are you in a position now 
to say what is the radius within which you 
would supply that service in consideration of 
a contribution? 

Mr. Rice—It is a matter which would 
require very careful reflection. 


THE WATER RATE 


Mr. Rice said that the total amount levied 
for water during the year 1933-34 in the City 
of Dublin was £101,700. The estimated 

rice of water in 1935-6 would be £106,000. 

e cost of the water supply to the citizens 
of Dublin was 6.127d. per thousand gallons. 
The ;total number of gallons consumed was 
about 18 millions ;-r annum. 85 per cent. 
of that quantity was consumed by the 
citizens of Dublin, and the balance was sup- 
plied to other consumers outside the city, 
including Dun Laoghaire. 

Mr, Geoghegan asked if the witness did 
not think that the disparity between 1s. 2d. 
in the £ charged to Dublin citizens and 2s. 
in the £ for areas to which the Dublin 
Corporation sold water suggested an element 
of profiteering on the part of the Corpora- 
tion. 

Mr. Rice said that he did not look at it in 
that way. The costing was 6.124 pence for 
every thousand gallons supplied to the 
citizens of Dublin, while outside bodies, like 
Dun Laoghaire, were getting the water from 
Dublin at 2.88 pence ior a thousand gallons. 
The estimated water rate for the old city 
would be 1s. 8d. in the £ for domestic water 
and 6.2d. for public water. For the ex- 
tended city as a whole the domestic water 
rate would be 1s. 3d. in the £ and for public 
water 4.7d. in the £, making a total of 
ls, 7d. in the £ for the whole extended area. 


SLUM CLEARANCE 

Mr. Geoghegan asked, with regard to the 
suggestion that families of the very poorest 
class should be transferred from the slums of 
Dublin to houses and gardens in the country, 
was it the view of the Corporation that the 
“Corporation should pay a sum per family so 
transferred.

In these days of war rumours it is refreshe 
ing to hear that one country is turning a 
fort into a golí club. 

wer Fort Garry is the name of the fort 
to be thus served by fate. Lying nineteen 
miles north of Winnipeg, Canada, it was built 
in 1831 by ‘‘ The Company of Adventurers of 
England Trading into Hudson’s Bay.” Its 
walls, 74 feet high and 3 feet thick, enclose 
four acres of ground, in the centre of which 
the Governor’s -residence—now to be turned 
into the main clubhouse—is situated. But 
the golfers are not anxious to divest the 
main clubhouse of its ancient history. They 
have restored the simplicity and dignity of the 
bellicose days. The approach is lighted by 
twelve lanterns, replicas of the mast head- 
light of the Hudson’s Bay Company’s s.s. 
Beaver, which first sailed from England in 
SES 1855, rounded the Horn under sail, 
and reached Fort Vancouver in March. 1836. 
The original porch oil lamp, now electrified, 
which was recovered from an old stable in a 
settlement nearby, lights the entrance hall, 
while the original limestone sun-dial, which 
has marked oif a century of sunshineand 
shadow, will still record the passing hours. 

Talking of forts, it is interesting to recall 
that even the two thousand five hundred-mile 
boundary line which separates Canada from

AS formal opening yesterday by Mr. 
Bean Lemass, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, -of the tannery at 
Portlaw, Co. Waterford, marked a new 
chapter in the history of an Irish rural 
centre tiat was formerly noted as an area 
of industrial achievement, but which some 
twenty years ago entered on an era of 
decay and depression that has only now 
been stayed. 

Portlaw is situated ‘almost at the 
entrance to Curraghmore, the Irish seat of 
the Beresfords. it lies north-west of Water- 
ford City, in the heart of a beautiful wood- 
land country. 

The sound of the modern locomotive is 
not heard by the village, for the nearest 
railway station is several miles away. 

Access. therefore, is by road and partly 
by canal. and it is only since Irish 
Tanners, Ltd., initiated the industry that 
the inhabitants generally have known the 
motor lorry. i 


RUS IN URBF 

First impressions of a visit to Portlaw 
are mainly those of surprise that a huge 
building should exist in such a secluded 
spot, and there is wonder, too, that it is 
so completely hidden from the outside 
world. 

The factory is approached down a wide 
avenue, and at a sharp turn in the road. 
way it is seen—an immense building, 
towering out of the valley, in no wav 
dwarfed by its magnificent surroundings. 
and lending an incongruous, but not dis- 
cordant, note to the sylvan scene. 

It is one of the largest buildings in 
Ireland, and since it was erected. in 1825, 
time has mellowed it so that it fits gracc- 
fully into its surroundings. Now, 
renovated and altered to serve its present 
requirements, there is little to show that 
nearly eighty years ago it was the centre 
of the cotton trade, and that an old Water- 
ford family, the Malcolmsons, employed 
close on 2,000 workers there, 


THE FACTORY 


When the building was erected one 
hundred and ten years ago the first 
portion to be built was the south end, 
approximating to half of the present maiv 
structure. The corresponding north portion 
is about twenty years younger, and dates 
from the ‘forties, being completed about 
the Famine year. The completed strue- 
ture was then ninety yards in length by 
sixteen feet wide and seventy-two feet 
“= (six area

One of the earliest, works undisition ip 


River Clodagh shoals so as to obstruct 


connection with the cotton mill was the 
construction of a canal which would give 
water communication with the River Suir, 
a mile from Portlaw. Below the factory 
and between it and the quay at Old Port- 
law, it must be explained, the bed of the 


navigation. In order, therefore, to pro- 
vide a navigable channel for barges and 
other vessels, the present canal was due 
bv the mill-owners, and along it in distant 
days coal, raw cotton and machinery weré 
brought in to the factory gates and the 
manufactured goods carried outwards. 

The canal incidentally provided for the 
construction of a dam, which gave a great 
fall of water and consequently great water- 
power for the mill. This dam and the 
fall of water which it provides is to-day 
heing used to supply electricity for the 
whole of the tannery. 

In the early days of the nineteenth 
century the number of operatives om- 
ployed was from four to five hundred, and 
on completion of the extension the num- 
bers rose to eight hundred, and finally te 
over eighteen hundred. The processes 
then included spinning, weaving, bleach- 
ing, dyeing, and finally cotton printing ; 
but they were to cease all too soon; for 
when, in the American Civil War, the 
Malcolmsons backed the Southern States 
they lost virtually everything they had. 
Thus, although they paid 20s. in the &, 
they were compelled to close down. Late" 
in the ‘seventies the factory was taken 
over by the Portlaw Spinning Company. 
This firm in turn succumbed to the 
McKinley tariff, which raised the import 
duty on cotton from thirty-five to fifty-five 
per cent. Portlaw’s chief customer at this 
time was the United States, and so weav- 
ing was first abandoned, and then, eight 
or nine years later, spinning. The last. 
bobbin ceased to revolve in 1904, 


TRANSFORMATION 


As a result of this year’s transformation 
the Jong-empty building resounls once 
more to the hum of many machines. Tho 
building is particularly adapted to the 
tanning industry. The main structure ha: 
been reconditioned, and drying rooms and 
a huge lift have been added. Lime and 
fanning pits, boiler room, engine room 
and tanks have also been completed. The 
original builders seem to have foreseen 
the age of mechanical lifts; for the instal- 
Jation of ona of the most modern elevators 
embodied so little structural changes that | 
it would appear almost that the Malcoim- 
sons themselves intended to build and 
erect one. : 


i 


The tannery consists of four main de- 
partments. The hides are received into 
the lime yards, where they undergo the 
first processes, being cleaned, scraped, un- 
haired and fleshed. i 

They are then run over rounding tables 
and divided into sections before being con- 
veyed to the tan-yards, where they pass 
from pit to pit in increasing strengths of 
liquor. This process accomplished, they 
are ready for the finishing sheds, where 
machinery expert operatives and intricate 
machines prepare them for the leather 
merchant. They are then conveyed to the 
warehouse for storage. 

Each department is under the super- 
vision of a man long expert in his trade. 
The factory is staffed mainly from the 
district, close on two hundred hands being 
employed even at present, when the in: 
dustry is only in its initial stage. There 
is plenty of accommodation in the factory 
for expansion. 


THE CONTRACTORS 


The structural steel-work and felt-roof- 
ing was carried out by Messrs. Graves and 
Co., Ltd., Waterford. Complete electrical 
installation was undertaken by Messrs. 
Keatinge and Gaule, of Waterford and 
Kilkenny. Messrs. Edward Wilson and 
Son, Ltd., Bootle, Liverpool, were respon- 
sible for tanning and finishing machinery. 
The iron bars, tanners’ knives, tools, 
paints, etc., came from Messrs. Harpur 
Brothers, 48 Quay, Waterford. Messrs. 
Chris. Holden, Ltd., Bark Top Foundry, 
Blackburn, supplied the _ self-contained 
economic type steam boiler. The belting 
for main drives and machines was carried 
out by Messrs. Wilby and Co., Ltd., of 49 
High street, Dublin. Messrs. W. and T, 
Avery, Ltd., of 105 Middle Abley street, 
Dublin, installed the weighing equipment, 
while Mr. G. L. Murphy, of the Imperial 
Works, Menston, near Leeds, supplied 


machines for tanning and leather manu- 
facture. Electric cables came from the 
Irish driver—Harris and Co., New Ross. 
The suppliers of machinery included the 
Turner Tanning Machinery Co,, Litd., 
Bramley, Leeds, who claim to be the 
largest producers of tanners, curriers, and 
belt-making machinery. The contract for 
coal and. coke has been placed with Mr. 
Michael Morris, Fiddown, Piltown, County 
Kilkenny. Gorgoyle leather and lubri- 
cating oils and greases are supplied by 
Vacuum Oil Company (Ireland), Ltd., of 
Dublin. The negotiations for the purchase

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BRITISH MILK 
. DISPUTE 
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DISTRIBUTORS AGREE 
TO NEW CONTRACT 


The English miik dispute came to an end 
yesterday, when the distributors agreed to 
sign the Milk Marketing Board s new con- 
tract, which comes into operation next Tues- 
day. subject. to certain undertakings given 
by the Board. E& 
The undertakings provide that the con- 
tract will be issued in regard to prices and 
terms, if the Minister should so require, after 
he has received the report of the Committee 
of Investigation, to whom he has referred 
the distributors’ complaint that the new 
terms are unjust. 

Another provision is—that the contracts 
may be determined by any party to them 
within a prescribed period after action has 
been taken on the Committee of Investiga- 
tion’s report. 

The new contract provides that the farmer 
shall be paid nearly a halfpenny a gallon 
more for milk, without any increase in the 
price to the consumer. 

Yesterday the Distributive Committee held 
a meeting, and afterwards saw the Perma- 
nent Secretary to the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, Sir Charles Howell Thomas. 

The National Farmers’ Union last night 
stated that the character of the arrangements 
announced yesterday made it clear that their 
objections to the new contract had not been 
overcome. There was no final settlement, 
and all the circumstances pointed to the pos- 
sibility that when the Committee of In- 
vestigation had completed its task, the Minis- 
ter might again be faced with the necessity 
of arranging the direct supply of milk to the 
consuming public.

MINISTER’S SPEECH | 


Replying to the toast, Mr. Lemass said 
that the revival of the industry at Portlaw 
was due largely to the fact that industrial 
development had been taking place, and be- 
cause leather wag only the raw material for 
Other industrial processes. When some time 
ago the plans, upon which it was hoped to 
promote industrial development were being 
formulated, it was recognised that the group 
of industries producing leather and leather 
goods of all kinds was one of major im- 
portance. The value ef goods of that. type 
which were imported here some four years 
ago exceeded two million pounds annually. 
It. was with considerable confidence. there- 
fore, that the task of developing these in- 
dustries within the country was undertaken. 


In the year 1931 they had imported 
1,450,000 dozen pairs of boots and shoes, and 
in 1934 that figure had been redu-ed to 200.000 
dozen pairs. The quantity imported had since 
been further reduced, and it was their hope 
that when certain new boot factories came 
into production their imports of boots and 
shoes would disappear completely from their 
trade statistics. As had been announced in 
the Press, plans had been completed for the 


‘establishment of ether tarineries for the pro- 


duction of various classes of leather necessary 
for the hoot and shoe industry, the making 
of fancy leather goods and for upholsterers. 
New tanneries were incontemplation for Dungar- 
van, Carrick-on-Suir, Passage, and Gorey. It wis 
hoped that all these tanneries would be in full 
production this time next year, and that the 
£2,000,000 which formerly had been exported 
would now be retained at home and be utilised 
as wages to Irish workers. 


AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRY 


It would be foolish to ignore the faet that

success of all their plans for industrial de- 
velopment depended on the success of the 
plans being made to maintain the position of 
the great industry of agriculture. It was clear 
that if they were to succeed in securing the 
future of this country and in placing its 
economy on a basis which would enable it to 
weather storms of depression and changes in 
internationai conditions they must carry 
out the reorganisation in relation to agricul- 
ture, while developing industry at the same 
time. In that they had to get the co- 
operation of industrialists. 

The great trouble with the farmers was 
that the prices they were obtaining for their 
products were uneconomic. There was only 
one way to remedy that position—by raising 
those prices; and there was no way of rais- 
ing those prices except by increasing them 
to the consumers in accordance with the de- 
mands which each agricultural product re- 
quired. He hoped they would have among 
the most active supporters in the campaign 
to increase agricultural prices those who were 


engaged in the industry. 
HARD SCHOOL OF 


EXPERIENCE 


The public: appreciation of the require- 
ments of the situation was very keen, said 
the Minister, adding: ‘‘We have learnt our 
lesson here in a hard school, just as other 
peoples of the world have learnt their lesson 
in recent years.”

Thirty hours aíter the first alarm was given 
the seven-storey warehouse at Wapping, 
London, containing forty thousand cases of 
rubber, equal to about four thousand tons, 
as well as a large. quantity of wines and 
spirits, was still blazing. 

Late last night the approach of low tide 
again renewed the brigade's difficulties, es 
the fire floats had to draw further and further 
away from the shore. 

This fire, at the eastern wharfside premises 
of Colomal Wharves, Limited, High street, 
Wapping, was one of the biggest riverside 
blazes in London for years. 

Shortly after ten o'clock three explosions 
shook the whole street. They occurred at 
intervals of about ten minutes, and each time 
a sheet of flame spurted across the street. 

An earlier e~“losion had caused alarm in 
tenement houses nearby, towards which a 
pocket of flame leapt. No one was hurt. 

Last night the second, third and fourth 
floors crashed ing. Débris was hurled into 
the narrow streets. and the sounds of smash- 
ing glass were followed by screams from 
women watching behind the police cordon. 


Part of the wall facing the High street fell 
inwards, and it seemed certain that the whole 
wall would come tumbling in at any minute. 
It was hoped that the huge timber supports 
secured against it would prevent it falling 
outwards. 

Mounted police controlled crowds of 
people who surged towards the fire. Other 
police officers in a car driven as near as 
possible to the scene kept Scotland Yard in 
touch with events by wireless. The fire chiefs 
made their headquarters on the bridge of a 
French cargo ship lying at the Colonial 
Wharf, 

Three firemen were injured, not seriously, 
while fighting the blaze, and had to receive 
medical attention.

A New Market? 


Even if this view were considered to 
still lack conviction in accounting for this 
rabbit menace there is yet another avenue 
of explanation.

His 
vociferous disgust when the nimble sparrow 
occasionally anticipates him is most amus- 
ing to hear. I believe this bird would soon 
learn to imitate the human voice. For 
instance, when the supplies are exhausted 
and he has been told several times that 
there is “no móre,” he will flap his 
wings, and try indignantly to articulate 
these two syllables as often as they are 
repeated.

“* Sanctions ”’ 

Day by day the Italo-Ethiopian crisis 
grows graver, and events at Geneva are 
moving rapidly towards final decision. 
Yesterday the Council of the League of 
Nations. took an exceedingly important 
|step. Its members—with the exception 
of the Jtalian representative — agreed 
unanimously to proceed under Article 15 
of the Covenant, and to that end a new 
Committee of Thirteen was established. 
This new Committee will be the Council 
under another name; the only difference 
will be that there will be no Italian dele- 
gate. By virtue of the fourth paragraph 
of Article 15 it will be required to draft 
a report ‘‘containing a statement of the 
facts of the dispute, and the recommenda- 
tions which are deemed just and proper 
in regard thereto.” When this report 
shall have been adopted by the Council 
neither Italy nor Abyssinia may resort to 
war for a period of three months; if 
either of them should begin hostilities the 
question of ‘‘ sanctions’’ will arise imme- 
diately and automatically. Hitherto, the 
members of the League Council have been 
careful to avoid all reference to either 
Article 15 or Article 16 of the Covenant, 
and the matter of “ sanctions ’’ has been 
kept tactfully in the background, 
although, of course, its shadow has been 
Now, however, 


over Geneva all the time. 
there no longer can be any reason for a 
failure to face the facts resolutely. The 
members of the Council] are unanimous in 
their decision that the Covenant must 
take its course. In other words, if Italy 
attacks the Abyssinians the League must 
apply ‘‘sanctions.’’ What will these 
‘‘ sanctions '’ be? While the Council is 
of one mind regarding the application of 
the Covenant, it is not at all certain that 
its members will be unanimous concern- 
ing the form that pressure on Italy shall 
take. One thing is quite certain: nobody 
wishes to take armed action of any kind. 
The withholding of essential supplies has 


fe 


been suggested already in many quarters, 
and it is likely that, if the worst comes 
to the worst, some such measures will be 
adopted. 

After all, the form which ‘‘ sanctions ”’ 
will take is a comparatively small matter. 
The. important thing is that Great Britain, 
Soviet Russia and ten other 
member States of the League of Nations— 
constituting, with Italy, the Council—have 
decided unanimously that the Covenant: 
must be upheld. If the League should go 
ino farther than to place an embargo on 
Parmesan cheese, the moral effect on 


France, 


Italian opinion would be tremendous. For 
a time there was a fear that the members 
of the League Council might not be pre- 
pared to act in concert—that one or more 
of them might be inclined to take Italy’s 
side ; and, of course, unanimity is essential 
to any kind of League action. In that 
event, however, it has been found that, if 
there is any difference of opinion on the 
Council, the reason is that Britain and 
France have been too lenient in their atti- 
tude towards Signor Mussolini. Three 
iy.portant members of the Council—the 
Russian, Rumanian and Turkish represen- 
tatives—have protested against the ‘‘offers’’ 
that have been made to Italy, on the 
ground that they have been unfair to the 
Abyssinians. It will be remembered that 
the British and French Governments in 
Paris, and the Committee of Five after- 
wards in Geneva, made certain proposals 
to Italy involving substantial concessions 
in Abyssinia. These concessions included 
proposals which, in the view of the three 
Council members, constitute a distinct in- 
_fringement of Article 10 of the Covenant, 
which undertakes to preserve ‘‘ the terri- 
torial integrity and existing political 
independence of all members of the 
League.’’ In these circumstances, there 
xan be little doubt now that Italy has not 
a supporter—with the possible exception 
of the unhappy Austria—in the ranks of 
the League, and her best friends, in the 
Jong run, probably will prove to be Britain 
and France. The smaller States which 
are represented at Geneva are thinking of 
their own independence, and fear lest a 
dangerous precedent may be established by 
un infringement of Ethiopian sovereignty.

A Foolish Threat 


Last night a mass meeting of members 
of the Dublin branches of the Post Office 
Workers’ Union was held in the Mansion 
House. It passed two resolutions. The 
first, which was proposed by the union’s 
officia] leaders, strongly condemned the 
Government’s prolonged disregard of the 
men’s claim for increased wages, and 
called upon President de Valera to give 
the matter his personal consideration. 
This resolution did not go far enough to 
satisfy the majority of members present, 
and, after an interval of disorder, another 
was carried, threatening a strike on the 
1st November, with or without the leaders’ 
consent, if a satisfactory reply should not 
have been received by that time from the 
Government. We cannot deprecate these 
tactics too sternly. A strike of railway 
or tramway workers can direct a well-nigh 
crippling blow at the life of a nation or 
city ; a strike of Post Office workers would 
do still greater harm, and cannot be 
tolerated. We must not be accused of any 
lack of sympathy with the employés who 
threaten resort to so vicious a weapon, 
From the statement of their case which 
was offered at last night’s meeting it is 
manifest that they Jabour under a genuine 
grievance. Their plea for a reconsidera- 
tion of the wage rates was made so long 
ago as September of last year; the 
Government consistently has postponed an 
answer to it; and _ breaking-point, 
apparently, was reached within the last 
few weeks, when the - Government 
announced that it must defer a decision 
yet again. The Government, indeed, 
seems to have mishandled this matter 
most seriously: it is possible that a frank 
refusal to consider the union’s claim 
would have caused less discontent than 
has been inspired by a succession of post- 
ponements. Nevertheless, these Post Office 
workers, in our view, have made a 
grievous error. The memory of the tram- 
way strike remains unpleasantly fresh in 
the mind of every Dublin citizen, and we 
have little doubt that a stoppage which is 
bound to cause still graver inconvenience 
to the public will create a bitter prejudice 
against the workers. Any body of em- 
ployés which has so little respect for the 
rights of its fellow-citizens as to thrust 
the hardship of a strike upon them will 
find no sympathy. At the moment there 
is a fairly general feeling that the Post 
Office workers have been treated badly ; 
if they strike, the feeling will be 
converted into a violent hostility to their 
claim. We trust that their foolish deci- 
sion will be reconsidered; and we appeal 
to the Government to abandon its policy 
of neglect and disregard. The workers’ 
argument that, since they gave no evidence 
before the Brennan Commission on wages 
in the Civil Serve, there is no reason 
why their case should be deferred until 
that tribunal shall have pronounced, is, 
at least, tenable; and the Government 
would be well advised to give it a hear- 
ing—but only after the threat of a strike 
has been withdrawn. 


The Insect Plague 


Some weeks ago Dublin believed itselt 
to be menaced by a death-dealing insect, 
popularly known as the ‘‘ Waga-Saga.”’ 
At considerable personal risk, loyal 
citizens captured stray specimens of the 
pest, and sent them in to newspaper offices 
for an expert opinion. The fact, however, 
that every specimen differed fundamen- 
tally in appearance and habits from its 
supposed blood-brother gradually gave 
substance to the belief that the whole 
thing was a myth; and now the invasion 
of the “ Waga-Saga ” is no more than a 
dim memory—a nightmare that has passed. 
To other less fortunate nations, however, 
the insect world is an ever-present danger, 
both to human life and agricultural 
produce, and many thousands of pounds 
are spent annually in waging war against 
the nuisance. The latest victory has been 
won by the Australian Dried Fruits Board, 
whose warehouses up till now have housed 
millions of insects that no power on earth 
could remove. They lived in the cracks 
and crevices of the buildings, and emerged 
only to destroy the Board's valuable 
stock. Now, however, science has dis- 
covered a new form of fumigation, with 
“ethlyene oxide’’ for the fruit, and a 
special spray for the warehouses them- 
selves; and the fruit-loving insects no 
longer are a problem. Probably, a 
poisonous spray in some form is the most 
generally accepted method of exterminat- 
ing such pests; but another novel kind of

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Art in lreland- 

We are glad to note that the Dublin 
Corporation has taken measures for the 
protection of Sir John Lavery’s recent gift 
to the Municipal Art Gallery, and we 
welcome the assurance that the pictures 
under its charge will be guarded from the 
damage that might be caused by careless 
or irresponsible visitors. Such an 
assurance was needed; for—although 
opinions have differed as to the amount 
of damage actually done—it is a fact 
that some of the exhibits in the Gallery 
have suffered recently. It was right, too, 
that public opinion should have shown 
itself to be so sensitive in the matter. The 
things that belong to culture can be over- 
valued, but a neglect of them is worse. 
It is not an unhealthy sign that, among 
so many other distractions, Irishmen 
within the last year have found time to 
show concern over such things as the care 
of their pictures, the policy of their 
theatres, or the merits of a certain play. 
l’art of a Government's duty ought to be 
to fester a feeling for art and to exercise 
a ceitain control over artistic matters; 
but in the Free State the public's concern 
with art seems to be greater than that of 
“the Government, 
encouraged Irish drama by means of its 
subsidy to the Abbey Theatre, but it 
might go farther—indeed, there is a case 
to be made for the re-establishment of the 
Ministry of Fine Arts, which existed in 
the early days of the Dail. From the 
material point of view a Ministry would 
be of great value. At present such things 
as drama, music, painting, the museums, 
and the libraries are under no central con- 
trolling body, and they would benefit 
greatly if a separate Department were set 
up to look after their interests, To cite 
only one instance, a Ministry of Fine 
Arts mignt’ be able to find a home for 
music in Dublin—a task which private 
enterprise has found to be too great. 
State control of art, it is true, can be a 
dangerous weapon if placed in the wrong 
hands, and what is needed is a guidance 
that does not amount to interference.

Sin,—The letter of ‘‘ Strongbownian “ in 
your issue of the 24th is full of common 
sense. It is time that we got rid of the 
Gael and pu: the Irishman in his place. 

My own name is pure Gaelic; but, on look- 
ing through the aames of the women whom 
my ancestors hav» married, 1 see that 1 am 
nearly pure Lowland Scot by race. 1 am 
none the less an Irishman for that. 

Near me thers live two men who are 
prominent in the Gaelic League. One bears 
a Norman name and is, I should say, from 
his appearance colouring and stature, of 
Norman-Danish descent. The other, whose 
name is Gaelic, is quite obviously an Iberian, 
a descendani of the people who lived in 
Ireland before the Gael arrived, who were 
conquered and enslaved by him, and on 
whom he imposed his language. 

In this part of the country there is, I 
think, little Gaelic blood. Norman, Dane, 
Welshman and Englishman seem to have 
been the ancestors of very many of the inhabi- 
tants. There is a substratum of Iberian 
stock, which may have been reinforced from 
Wales. There are also descendants of 
French Hugueaots and of a settlement of 
Germans.

DANGEROUS STRUCTURES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—The sad news of the death of a boy 
of thirteen years, caused by the collapse of 
a disused house in Palmerstown, Limerick, 
impels me to draw public attention, in the 
widest manner possible without delay, to the 
condition of numbers of buildings in various 
places—towns, villages and rural districts— 
throughout the twenty-six counties that 
should be immediately dealt with as ‘‘ dan- 
gerous structures.’* 

When in Limerick on the 11th inst.. while 
the annual Conference of the Association of 
Municipal Authorities of Ireland was in 
session, I saw a large number of such struc- 
tures, and at least one of those was occupied 
by human beings whose lives were in im- 
minent danger. 

I have seen similar sources of danger to 
human life in Galway town and county, and 
many other places. Two deaths occurred 
within the last few years in the County Gal- 
way by the collapse of human dwellings, the 
only shelter accessible to the victims outside 
the workhouse or, to use the more 
euphonious, but, none the less disliked, name, 
the County Home. And such ‘ dwellings ”' 
are tolerated, as if the lives, apart from the 
comfort, etc., of the oceupants were not 
worthy of consideration. 

This note has reference only to old, dan- 
gerous structures. These are still the more 
numerovs.—Yours, ete.,

New Warships Needed 


Naval disarmament has played creat 
havoc with the cruiser strength of this 
country, and it has become evident that 
much will have to be done to bring the 
Navy up to its proper strength. The

A Commercial Conference 


An interesting gathering opens in 
London on Tuésday next, when the Inter- 
national Commercial Conference will 
assemble in the Royal Gallery of the 
A variety of subjects 
will be discussed by the conference, and 
M. Germain Martin, a former French 
Finance Minister, will speak on -stabilisa- 
tion of currencies. Mr. Hadza, the 
Czechoslovakian Minister of Agriculture, 
will deal with agriculture, Mr. Amery, 
M.P., will review the most favoured 
nation clause, and Mr. Herbert Williams, 
M.P., will speak on barter. Count Volpi, 
the former Finance Minister of Italy, 
was to have spoken on the stabilisation 
of exchange, but as he is ill his subject 
may be dealt with by one of the eight 
members of the Italian delegation. 
Neither Germany nor Abyssinia is repre- 
sented. There will be a Government 
reception at Lancaster House, a ball at 
the Guildhall, and a day at Hampton 
Court. On Tuesday evening there is to 
be a reception in the Royal Gallery given 
by Lord Eltisley. He is President of the 
Parliamentary Commercial Committee, a 
body which is taking a prominent part 
in the organisation of the conference. 


Cheap Potatoes 


There has been much comment here to- 
day on the report issued by the Potato 
Board regarding its experiment at Bishop 
Auckland, when potatoes were sold to the 
public at fourpence a stone by order of th: 
Board. Shopkeepers were selling at what 
‘was regarded as the cheap price of seven- 
pence per stone, and at once lost forty pe 
cent. of their trade. The report now 
issued shows that the Potato Board paid 
64d. for every stone of potatoes they sold 
at fourpence. Apart from this, nothin 
has been charged for expenses, for the 
time of the officials, for railway travel, or 
for assistance supplied by the shopkeepers 
who sold the cheap potatoes. In realit) 
it would have béen almost better if the 
potatoes had been given away. 


Labour Party Preparations 


The Labour Party intends to make a 
great attack on London at the genera 
election, and all the 62 seats outside the 
city will be fought. The City of London is 
to be left alone, as it is regarded as a 
Conservative stronghold which cannot be 
conquered. No fewer than 57 Socialist and 
co-operative candidates have already be 
chosen to oppose the National Government 
candidate who will be run in every di 
sion. Party machinery is hard at work, 
and Labour agents are already canvassi'¢ 
for votes. On the Government sic 
organisers are holdirg a series of area 
conferences, and speakers are being 
trained to present the case for the Gover! 
ment at every street corner. Indications 
are that, when the contest does take place, 
it will prove one of the most sternly-fought 
elections of recent years. 


State Control 


State-controlled marketing schemes are 
not working at all smoothly just now, 
and, in addition to the dispute between 

ucers and distributors in the mii 
industry, a hitch has arisen with regard 
to the marketing of pigs. Pig-breeders 
and bacon curers are unable to agree with 
regard to the terms for the contracts relat- 
ing to the coming year. Unless an agree 
ment is reached in the near future, tho 
newly-formed Bacon Development Board 
will be called upon to bring the two 
parties together, and, if mecessary, to hx 
the terms of the contracts.

‘I would remind you,’’ he said, “ that 
conciliation is always possible until the 
Council’s report, under Paragraph 4 of 
Article 15, is definitely adopted.”’ 

Sefior Guinazu continued: ‘‘ The pro- 
cedure under Article 15, which Ethiopia 
has asked should be put into operation, 
was suspended as long as the arbitration 
procedure provided for in the Italo- 
Ethiopian Treaty of 1928 was continued. 
The unanimous award has now put an 
end to the dispute. On September 4th 
last Article 15 became applicable.”’ 


THE THIRTEEN 


The Council is not likely to meet until 
convened by the Committee of Thirteen 
when it has its report ready.

XTRAORDINARY developments 

marked the holding of a mass meet- 

ing of the members of the Dublin branches 

of the Post Ofhce Workers Union held in 

the Round Room of the Mansion House 
last night. 

The meeting, which was _ largely 
attended, was asked to pass a resolution 
expressing its strongest condemnation of 
the gross breach of faith on the part of 
the Department in flagrantly violating the 
promise that a decision on the wages claim 
of the Union would be given by the end 


offered by the Department, and demanding 
that President de Valera would give the 
matter his personal consideration, with a 
view to ensuring that the promise of a 
definite decision by the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs will be implemented with- 
out further delay. ‘ 

When the Chairman declared the reso- 
lution carried unanimously there were 
protests from the body of the hall, that 
the matter had been rushed, that members 
on the floor of the house had not got 
an opportunity to speak. Several 
members in the hall then criticised the 
resolution and condemned it as not strong 
enough. : 

The Chairman held that the motion had 
been properly carried, and declared the 
meeting ended. A big section of the 
audience kept their seats, and amid great 
applause, one of their number—Mr. T. 
Moor ent on to the platform as the 
 háirmiú, and members of the National 
Executive lett. : 

In a brief speech, which was loudly 
applauded, he said that they were being 
duped by the National Executive. He 
asked the assembly to pass a_ resolution 
calling on the National Executive to 
demand from the Government a concession 
of their wages claim, failing which a 
strike should take place, with or without 
the consent of the National Executive, as 
from the 1st November next. 

This motion was. carried 
applause. 


POSTAL SERVICE PAY 


Opening the meeting proper Mr. M. Mac- 
Gowan, Chairn an of the National Execu- 
tive of the Post Office Workers’ Union, said 
that they had in the postal service to-day 
5,000 workers whose wages did not exceed 
208. per week, and 4,000, or more than half 
the Post Office service, whose wages did not 
exceed 30s. a week. 

Up to that night, said the Chairman, 
they had received no statement from the 
Government as to their intentions. He said 
with full deliberation that the Govern- 
ment, having through an official communi- 
cation definitely promised or committed 
itself to a definite line—that Government, 
for its own sake, should not try to get away 
from that promise. 

Proposing the official resolution, Mr. C. 
V. R. Dixon said that the union had been 
patient and waited an extraordinary length 
of time. The Department, however, had 
reached the stage where they must con- 
sider the men in the Post Office dying of 
starvation or the taxation of the country. 

Mr. F. Coleton seconded the resolution, 
and appealed for unity in this fight. 


LOOKING BOTH WAYS 


Mr. W. Norton, T.D., reviewed the 
circumstances in connection with the wage 
claim of the Union, and said .hat the de- 
cision of the Department, after eleven 
months, to defer.a decision of the wages 
claim on the case presented by the Union,

was a disgraceful change of front 
and a deliberate effort to look 
both ways. When the Department 


had had the claim under consideration for 
twelve months they resorted to the dis- 
honest device of holding up a decision 
until they got a report from the Brennan 
Commission. . 

I say definitely, said Mr. Norton, that 
this decision of the Department is a most 
dishonourable one and a most disgraceful 
somersault. 

In Geneva the President of their Execu- 
tive Council said that when wrongs called 
out for redress there must be some means 
for providing that redress. ‘‘ If that is a 
serious declaration of policy,” he said, 
““and not mere word-weaving, then when 
wrongs cry out for redress at home they 
must be speedily remedied, as the Presi- 
dent would have them remedied at 
Geneva.’’’ 

The Department, he said, evidently had 
a decision on the wages claim in their 
heads, but refused to communicate it to 
them. They would, however, carry on their 
fight to secure a successful decision, and 
every means in their power would be 
taken to compel the Department to convey 
the decision to them. . 

At the close of Mr. Norton’s speech the 
Chairman put the motion, and declared it 
carried unanimously. 


PROTESTS IN THE HALL 


A member in the back of the hall was 
heard protesting that the resolution was 
not carried. 

The Chairman said he took it from the 
response that the motion was carried 
unanimously. 

A Voice—The resolution was not taken 
whole-heartedly, because it is not strong 
enough. (Applause and-cheers. ) 

The Chairman said that the motion 
represented the considered view of the 
National Executive, and reviewed at a 
meeting on Wednesday night. It was the 
final resolution submitted to all. the meet-

Another Voice—I handed in a strike 
resolution, and I want to know what 
happened to it.

IERE is hardly a pound of Irish- 
made sugar on the Free. State 
markets. It is expected, however, that all 
the requirements of the country in sugar 
a be met by the factories after October 


. | 
Since the first week in August all the 
stocks of Irish sugar have been consumed 
and the Department of Industry and 
Commerée were obliged to issue licences 
to distributors for the importation of 
supplies during the following three 
months. The first quota period expires on 
Monday next, and traders, at the moment, 
are awaiting the issue of a further list of 
licences indicating the amounts they will 
be entitled to import. 

“At present there is certainly a scarcity 
of fancy sugar, such as castor sugar and 
cubes,’’ an Irish Times reporter was in- 
formed yesterday by a well-known firm of 
sugar distributors. ‘‘As for the other 
varieties the amounts allowed .to be im- 
ported are sufficient to meet all the 
requirements of the country. We expect, 
within the next few days, to obtain some 
information from the Department as to 
the amount which will be allowed in 
until the time when the factories are able 
to supply the needs of the country. This 
will have to be sufficient to cover the whole 
month, because the factories hardly will 


be able to have available supplies on 


October 20th, although that date has been 
given.” 


QUALITY 


Asked if there was any foundation for 
complaints that Irish sugar was not up 
to the standard of foreign sugar, he said 
that there were a few lots from the new 
factories early after they began produc- 
tion, which were not quite up to the mark, 
but apart from these the sugar from the 
Irish factories Was as good, if not better, 
than the best imported cene or beet sugar. 
In fact the products of the Irish com- 
panies had been praised by everyone. 

A firm of retailers said that they had 
received a small consignment at the latter 
ends of the season which was not up to 
standard, but generally the sugar was 
excellent. 

It was explained to the Irish Times 
reporter that another beet sugar factory 
will be required before the country’s 
requirements can be met. The four 
factories are able to supply only about 
eighty per cent. of the people’s needs.

EMIGRATION 
——F— 


In an editorial article The Times 
observes to-day: The suspension of emigra- 
tion to the Dominions was one of the 
first and most obvious effects of the 
depression, and it is natural enough to 
expect that its renewal should not be 
long delayed after the recovery. In the 
post-war period up to 1929 more than 
100,000 emigrants annually left these 
shores to seek~and the vast majority of 
them to find—a new and more satisfying 
life oversea. In terms of l.uman content- 
ment the movement was of profound social 
importance. On wider grounds the re- 
distribution of population, though - rela- 
tively small, worked to the economic and 
political advantage of the whole Empire. 
Thrse considerations have not been for- 
gotten during the years in which emigra- 
tion has necessarily -been almost at a 
standstill, and they are invoked more and 
more often as the hope returns that 
favourable conditions for emigration are 
once more in prospect. ' 

Their latest expression was at the 
remarkable conference which has been in 
session this week at Newcastle-on-Tyen. 
“The conference, called on the personal 
initiative of the Lord Mayor of that city, 
was representative of the voluntary 
emigration societies, of municipalities, 
and individuals interested in the subject, 
and of wunoffical oversea opinion. Its 
object was to inform and guide public 
opinion in advance of any resumption of 
emigration, and to prepare an agreed policy 
which should both hasten and give a lead 
to Government action. What form a 
renewal of emigration would take is mainly 
in the hands of the Governments, An 
essential condition, as Government spokes- 
men have repeatedly said in Parliament, 
is the consent of the Dominions. 

Unofficial opinion in the Dominions is 
already reflecting the revived interest in 
this country, and in more than one quarter 
lately, particularly in Australia, there has 
been a willing acceptance of some of the 
reasons for which the Newcastle Confer- 
ence held renewed emigration to be desir- 
able. Officially the Dominion Govern- 
ments are in possession of the report of 
the Inter-Departmental Committee on 
Migration, now a year old, and their full 
views on it,are awaited by the United King- 
dom Government. They are agreed, it is 
understood, on the main contention of the 
report—that successful emigration on any 
large scale must follow and not precede 
economic recovery. It is precisely on that 
ground that emigration for. the last five 
years has been virtually stopped.

WIDESPREAD revival of the 

copper-mining industry is envisaged 
here by the announcement that the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce has 
granted mining rights, covering nearly five 
hundred acres, to a syndicate of mining 
ex perts. : 

The syndicate, which is backed by the 
most modern mining knowledge and equip- 
ment, has completed an “electrical ”” 
survey of virtually the whole of the Bon- 
| mahon area and has also taken soundings 

and samples of ore from all the old 
workings, as well as from surface lands in 
the vicinity. The present grant of mining 
rights follows upon a previous grant 
covering nearly six hundred acres, made 
in February last to the same promoters. 

The Syndicate is composed of :— 

Nils Eric Lenander, of Orkla, Lokken 
Verk, Norway, chairman of the largest 
copper mine in that country; 

Arthur Broughton-Broughton Edge, of 
Lynton Lodge, Rickmansworth, Herts., a 
mining geologist and geophysicist; and 

Laurence Austen Impey, of Great Roll- 
right Manor, Chipping Norton, Oxford. 

It is understood that Messrs. Whitney, 
Moore and Keller, solicitors, of Kildare 
j street, Dublin, have been appointed by the 
group to look after their Irish interests, 
and that Messrs. John Palmer, auctioneers 
and estate agents, Waterford, represent 
the promoters on the spot. 


OTHER RIGHTS 


In addition to the grants mentioned 
above further applications for mining 
rights covering 3,356 acres have been 
lodged with the Ministry, while owners of 
some 2,000 acres have signed agreements 
by which, while the mining rights are 
still vested in themselves, they lease such 
rights to the promoters and receive not 
only payment, but royalties and compen- 
sation for surface damage, etc. 


for mining rights, as well as the actual 
rights already granted, refer, covers some 
twelve square miles. It stretches from 
Dunabratton Harbour to  Ballydwan 
(about half-way between Bonmahon and 
Strabally), and extends inland as far as 
the village of Kill, and in a westerly 
direction as far as the yillage of Bally- 
laneen. 


GOVERNMENT'S POWER 


About 100 land-owners were originally 
affected by the promoters’ scheme. Not 
all. of these, however, were in possession 
of mining rights, because at one period 
or another former occupiers of the land 
had sold or otherwise disposed of such 
rights. Of those who actually were 
approached by the promoters some 38 
objected to the terms offered; but this 
number has now been reduced to 25, com- 
prising one owner of 1,733 acres and 24 
owners, holding 1,623 acres between them. 

Their total acreage—3,356 acres—men- 
tioned above, is now the subject of the 
application by the promoters for mining 
rights, also mentioned above. It is under- 
stood that under the Mining Act 
the Government has power, in cases 
where owners of land refuse to work their 
mining rights to grant such rights to those 
who are willing, competent, and equipped 
to work them. -In the event of such de- 
cision the case of the holder of the land 
and the applicant for a mining grant are 
heard by the Board, and if the applicant’s 
case is approved the Board is empowered 
to assess compensation to the owner. Thus, 
in the case of grants of mining rights to 
the present syndicate last February, the 
Board assessed the compensation at £600 
for 577 acres, or slightly more than £1 per 
acre. In this instance, however, no royal- 
ties or other emoluments were payable. 


PRICES OF COPPER 


Offers made by the syndicate to owners 
include the provision that should the 
copper rise above £40 per ton an 
additional £1 per acre will be paid for all 
copper found on such land.

THE NEGOTIATIONS 


MISSING MAN MYSTERY 
RECALLED 


The history of the negotiations to date 
starts with an attempt some four years ago 
to locate the body of a missing resident of 
the area. It will be remembered that, at 
Christmas, 1931, a postman, Laurence 
Griffin, was reported missing to the police. 
Nothing has since been heard of him, but 
during the various searches that were made 
in the locality rumour had it that his body 
might be found in the old workings of the 
Ballynasisla mine, close to Bonmahon. A 
search with grappling irons failed to locate 
the body, if body there was, but in the 
general interest that was occasioned locally 
people began to talk about the old mines, 
and the many miles of shafting and 
corridors that have been disused since, 
towards the end of tl e last century, copper 
mining ceased in Co. Waterford. 

At the time of the search the present 
Duke of St. Albans was staying at Curragh- 
more with the late Marquis of Waterford, 
and, knowing something of the mining 
rights which the Ormonde family held in 
the Bonmahon area, and from which 
formerly the family derived considerable 
revenue, ho initiated inquiries on the spot. 
It was largely as a result of his efforts in 
this respect that Mr. Broughton Broughton- 


group, came to the area and examined it. 


A NEW DEVICE 


Mr. Broughton Broughton-Edge and 
several companions—some of whom are 
said to have been associated with the 
Museum of Science and Art in Kensington, 
London—have spent three years prospect- 
ing in the area, and in their search have 
been assisted greatly by an electrical 
device recently invented for the location 
of preicious minerals beneath the earth’s 
surface. This device, for the benefit of the 
man in the street, consists of a portable 
electric battery carried on the back of the 

rospector. To this battery are attached 
eng pieces of flex, to which, in turn, 
are. attached ear ‘phones, a recording 
device, with highly sensitised needle, 
and two pieces of steel which, fer want of 
a better description, may be said to re- 
semble fencing foils. 

These foils are placed in the ground some 
distance apart. The current is switched 
on, and the needle records the amount of 
ore. In addition the prospector, by putting 
on the earphones, can hear sounds which, 
by their intensity or lack of intensity, 
denote the richness of the lode. 


RICH IN ORES 


The twelve square mile area which is 
marked for prospection is pock-marked by 
old workings, the shafts in some cases 
going down for 500 or 600 feet. The mines 
were last actually worked about 1873, at 
which time over one million pounds’ worth 
of copper had been mined from them in 
intermittent prospection. The whole area 
is extremely rich in ore of many kinds, and 
to-day there are several veins of lead run- 
ning down to the sea, in which on surface 
the metal is so thick that it can be actually 
cut away with a penknife. Silver and 
antimony in small quantities, and some 
cobalt are, it is said, also to be found.

Some sixty years ago the old mining com-. 


RR“ 


pany noticed that a Swansea firm, to which 
they shipped the crude ore, was willing to 
pay increased prices without demur. Upon 
investigations being made the ore was 
found to contain small quantities of gold 
as well, and the prospectors, following up 
the vein in which it had been found, dis- 
covered gold in larger quantities, in a 
tunnel which they constructed out from 
the shore workings and under the sea. 
So anxious were they, however, to take 
advantage.of their find that in prospecting 
further they accidentally blew in the roof 
of the tunnel, and the sea now floods the 
old working. About 1906 new efforts were 
made to explore the area, and to this day 
there stands in Portlaw a stoutly-built 
house, inscribed “ Copper House,” which 
was used as an office by the promoters. A 
Belgian mining expert, who was brought 
in as an expert independent witness about 
this time, reported that the whole area 
held coarse copper in unlimited quantities. 


The Bonmahon Copper Mine Development 


Company lasted, however, only from 1903 
to 1907.

PRICE OF OATS 


NO MINIMUM TO BE FIXED 
AT PRESENT 


There have been no grounds for suggest- 
ing that the Minister for Agriculture at 
present intends to fix a minimum price 
for oats, an Jrish Times reporter learned 
yesterday. 

‘The Minister 1s observing the market, 
however, and will take the necessary 
measures when conditions warrant them. 
At present the price of good quality white 
oats is from 10s. to 10s. 6d. a barrel, while 
from 9s. to 9s. 6d.*is being paid for black 
oats. In the circumstances, there is no 
reason for taking any definite action to 
fix a minimum price. Through his ad- 
mixture scheme the Minister has created a 
market fcr cats; if there is no direct de- 
mand for the grain the maize millers are 
obliged to buy it, to make up the admix- 
ture percentages. All of last season’s oats 
has been absorbed already through. the 
operation of the scheme, and it is to be 
assumed that when the time comes the 
Minister will regulate the percentage of 
this season’s crop to bs used in the 
mixture.

TRANSPORT AND 
HOUSING

| rann from the general review of 
facts and figures which appeared in 
last Wednesday 's Irish Times, 1t may now 
be helpful if we approach the tasks which 
face the Greater Dublin Tribunal from 
another and wider angle. In making that 
effort it is proposed to disregard most of 
the ex parte evidence which has been 
tendered to the Tribunal, much of which 


| was obviously of the nature of special 


pleading; and to aim at an objective 
appreciation of outstanding phenomena. 
When the Tribunal was appointed con- 
siderable doubt seemed to exist as to 
whether its scope of inquiry—though de- 
fined in the 1930 Act as covering the con- 
sideration of possible joint services in the 
light of experience—would extend to a re- 
view of last year’s Town and Regional 
Planning Act in its bearings on Dublin’s 
machinery of local government. Fortunately 
all such doubts were removed by the 
Minister of Local Government when he 
publicly charged the members of the 
Tribunal to consider ‘‘ such changes as 
may oe to be necessary in the light 
of such important new measures as the 
Town and Regional Planning Act.” In 
that declaration there would seem to be 
the clear implication that the Tribunal is 
authorised and invited to propose modi- 
fications of the Planning Act as well as of 
the Greater Dublin Act of 1930. | : 

In view of the conflicting interpretations 
of that Act by the Corporation and its three 


| surrounding authorities some such change 


would seem to be indispensable if the ques- 
tion of joint services is to be seriously 
considered. If, as is now reasonably 
clear, the Borough of Dun Laoghaire 


and. the County Council persist in 
proceeding, as “district” authori- 
ties, to carry out independent 


surveys, and prepare separate plans for 
their respective areas, the possibility of 
regional planning disappears into thin air, 
and with it any possibility of joint services 
or effective co-operation in the design or 
execution of public works. 


“ REGIONAL” PLANNING 
CONFUSION 


In view of certain statements made to 
the: Tribunal, it is necessary to repeat 
warnings which appeared in the [rish 
Times when the Planning Bill was before 
the Oireachtas. Very unfortunately, the 
Act makes provision for the application 
of two overlapping types of ‘‘ regional ”’ 
authorities for Dublin City and County. 
In certain sections it is provided that the 
Corporation may _ exercise overriding 
““ regional ” authority over Dublin and its 
three contiguous counties; but the powers 
so authorised in effect. merely apply to the 
design of big Corporation schemes—e.g., 
water supply resources—which may call 
for works outside the municipal boundary. 
Quite clearly such powers cannot affect 
planning relationships between, say, the 
County, Dun Laoghaire and Howth 
Councils. 

For effective co-operation we are there- 
fore thrown back on the other type of 
‘regional ” procedure, which is defined 
in the Act, under which any local Council 
may decide (a) not to exercise any kind of 
planning powers; (b) to become an inde- 
pendent ‘‘ district ” authority; or (c) to 
transfer its. planning powers to a 
““ regional ” body jointly with one or more 
adjoining authorities. If anybody was 
sufficiently optimistic to hope for any such 
resignation of local powers their hopes 
must have been finally dissipated by 
recent proceedings before the Tribunal. 
Here, then, seems to be the first and funda- 
mental subject for a unitary service for the 
whole city and county. Contemplated as 
such by the Oireachtas, its fruition is for- 
bidden by the amour propre of the local 
authorities concerned. 


WATER SERVICES 


Proceeding on the assumption that a 
joint planning service is decreed by 
statute, we come to the question of 
whether certain branches of administra- 
tion would not also benefit materially by 
similar concentration. For many years 
the anomaly of a single local authority, 
with a strictly limited area, being per- 
mitted to exercise monopoly control of 
their neighbours’ essential supplies of 
water has led to controversy, conflict and 
— injustice. Convincing arguments 
ave been advanced in favour of the 
constitution of a Metropolitan Water 
Authority, on lines which operate succes:- 
fully in Belfast and other large centres. 
Here, again, the proceedings before the 
Tribunal—which disclose grossly inequit- 
able charges to different local authorities, 
refusal to contemplate the provision of 
supplies for rapidly-growing county 
council areas, and ponderous and irritat- 
ing negotiations between the various 
parties concerned—would seem to make it 
abundantly clear that a single water 
authority for the whole county is a 
minimum necessity. 


DRAINAGE AND TRANSPORT 


And if such a metropolitan body be 
constituted to control water supplies, why 
not assign drainage and water-borne 
sewage services to the same authority? 
Have we not such approved precedents as 
the Rathmines and Pembroke and the 
‘Kingstown and Blackrock Joint Drainage 
Boards ? Is it conceivable that any local 
boundary lines, however ingeniously con- 
ceived to meet varicties of local needs, 
can be made to synchronise with contours 
and: watersheds? Is it not obvious that 
every engineering consideration demands 
the largest possible area for the planning 
and operation of services where gravity is 
& primary consideration ? 

Then road transport; the design, con- 
struction and maintenance of streets and 
highways. What conceivable case, one asks 
can be made for the tripartite control of 
the motorists’ road from Stephen’s Green 
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to Bray? Why should two independent 


road-making organisations be maintained 


to provide and preserve our highways from 
‘airview to Howth, or from Ballsbridge to 
Blackrock? Why should the D.U.T, Com- 
pany have to deal with three detached 
road-making authorities? Granted neces- 
sary decentralisation ef control, is it not 
reasonable to suppose that one central 
staff would achieve a uniformity of design 
and a minéasure of efficiency much greater 
than is within the competence of four in- 
dependent technical and executive organi- 
sations? And does not our growing toll 
of human life in city and suburbs supply 
tragic evidence of the need for some 
authority .who,.in co-operation with police 
activities, would take the initiative in 
questions of traffic control ? 


~ HOUSING 


Now tlie most ‘pressing of all needs—a 
housing authority, not inhibited by rigid 
boundary lines and the conception that 
citizens should be -housed, or re-housed, 
inside the limits of particular rating areas. 
Arguments, weighty and convincing argu- 
ments, have heen advanced in favour of 
the creation of. a national~ housing 
authority. None that can be recalled has 
been formulated in support of fitting 
housing schemes into the straight waist- 
coat of urban boundaries. Yet, so strong 
are the bonds of tradition, and so powerful 
the shackles of ‘‘local’’ finance, that 
no greater heresy could be voiced 
among urban councillors and officials 
than the. suggestion that housing 
facilities should be provided in the terrain 
of an adjoming local authority! Could 
any combination of forces and. interests— 


one asks—be a greater menace to new 
conceptions of civic life? Garden suburbs? 
Yes—possibly—but they must be inside a 
jine which somebody drew on an ordnance 
sheet! Satellite villages? Who is going 


to pay for such fancy experiments to 
increase somebody else’s rate revenues? 
The City of Dublin contains 1,500 acres 


of undeveloped land (as against 17,000 
acres of built-up areas), and that 1,500 
acres must be covered with buildings before 
funds can be found for a collage, or a 
sewer, or a waterpipe elsewhere! Do not 
let it be supposed that local representa- 
tives and officials who propound such 
doctrines are endowed with special doses 
of original sin. The case they make is 


indeed irresistible under the law as it 
stands. The evil is inherent in the 
system, not in the minds of those con- 
demned to put it into operation. The 


remedy is simple. Leave local boundaries 
if necessary where thev are for other pur- 
poses, but, so far as housing is concerned, 


forget that such lines exist. Transfer 
the design and the construction of housing 
projects from the Corporation, from Dun 
Laoghaire Council, from Howth Urban 
Council, and from the County Council— 
together with planning, water sc-rvice, 
drainage and transport—to a Metro- 


politan Authority, whose vision and _ re- 
sponsibility will ext@nd from Balbriggan 
to Bray, and from the Alexandra Basin 
to Lucan. 
EFFECT ON COUNTY 
COUNCIL 


With such four or five services vested in 
a common authority it is clear that 
problems of boundary delimtations 
assume an entirely new and simpler aspect. 
Were joint services rejected, and big tracts 
of County Council territory assigned to the 
city, Dun Laoghaire and Howth, the 
position of the County Council would 
becoine precarious ; its resources—already 
too restricted—for the development of 
promising seaside resorts like Skerries and 
Rush and Donabate would cease to be 
available. But, relieved by the metro- 
pelitan authority of capital outlays on 
costly water, drainage and housing 
schemés, the loss of suburban areas would 
be of: relatively small financial import- 
ance. .In fact, the creation of the metro- 
politan authority would both make 
boundary changes less necessary and make 
them infinitely easier to determine, 

Many other points remain for treatment 
in a further contribution—including the 
financial and administrative relationships 


between the suggested metropolitan 
authority and the present four local units 
(however their ‘boundaries may be 
adjusted) and the transfer of new duties 


local units.

THE ATTITUDE OF ROME 
aon REvuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
| ROME, Thursday. 


To-day’s proceedings at Geneva were 
regarded as a foregone conclusion here, 
and are not much commented on. 

“ Our delegation will stay at Geneva, 
and will waif patiently for the outcome of 
the Committee’s deliberations,’’ Reuter 
was informed in authoritative quarters to- 
day. “' But we have not much hope.” 

One Committee has succeeded another in 
the true Geneva tradition, it is declared, 
but the second begins its work with Italy 
in a much stronger position; for the in- 
ability of Abyssinia to manage her own 
affairs is now recognised by the report of 
the Committee of Five. 

Tevere this morning says: ‘* The report 
of the Committee has proposed—and 
Ethiopia has officially accepted—inter- 
national intervention in the most delicate 
internal affairs of a country considered 
worthy of a seat at Geneva as a peer 
among her peers. International interven- 
tion has been prescribed for the police, 
the regulation of the carrying of arms, 
the administration, the protection of 
interests of foreigners, justice, the repres- 
sion of the slave trade and of contraband. 
The fact that the Committee of Five 
recognised these gaps in the alleged 
civilisation of Abyssinia has constituted 
the first solemn depreciation of the moral 
integrity of a State-member of the 


League.” 
‘‘PATRONS ” 


Signor Gayda, in the Giornale. d’Italia, 
says: ‘‘ Abyssinia and her patrons have 
invoked the Covenant. There are, how- 
ever, two ways in which the Covenant can 
be applied in the present dispute. One 
is by the application of. the first three 
paragraphs of Article 16, which is ett 
by the opponents of Italy’s action to 
justify the application of sanctions. But , 
there is also the fourth paragraph of 
Article 16, which provides for the ex- 
clusion from the League ‘of any member 
who renders himself guilty of the violation 
of one of the undertakings arising from 
the Covenant.’ 

“There is also Article 19,” 
Gayda observes. 

The Lavoro Fascista says: “ The two- 
faced policy of Great Britain—yesterday 
it was the smiling face after Sir Samuel 
Hoare’s letter to Mussolini, and to-day 
it is the sterner face of Mr. Eden’s 
declaration to the Council—finds it hard 
to maintain between its two masks the 
necessary composure. 

“Mr. Eden to-day was agitated, not 
fully composed, possibly angry at the de- 
claration which Mr. Litvinoff was to make 
after him, and which he already knew. 
This excessive interest of Russia in 
European and African policy is not of a 
kind to satisfy England. o-morrow the 
same interest might turn towards India, 
a State-emember of the League of 
Nations.”’

NO FRENCH LOAN 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Thursday. 


Rumours emanating from Italian sources 
to the effect that a private French loan 
would be granted to Italy were denied 
here to-day. The rumours appear to have 
arisen from confusion with the arrange- 
ment by which French banks are taking 
over 500,000,000. francs’ worth of French 
rentes, which passed into the possession 
of the ltalian Government from Italian 
investors. 

In order not to disturb the Paris market 
it is thought that these rentes will be placed 
with the paises public, and it is stated that 
one large banking establishment has already 
taken steps in this direction through its 
branches in the provinces. The fact remains 
that Italy will receive 500,000,000 francs as 
the result of this transaction.

He told them 
he was crossing to London’ on the 17th of - 
February, and that he was in touch with 
certain people there, and that, if he got 
a report that the thing was feasible, he was

Breen, and when he went to London on the 
17th of February he consulted a firm of 
stockbrokers there with whom he was 
acquainted for many years. The broker in 
London said he would put him in touch with 
certain parties. On the Monday after his 
return from London he was ’ in his 
own office in Tipperary by Mr. Briscoe, who 
said that a man named Heiser, of whom wit- 
ness had not heard before, had crossed from 
London, and would he have any objection to 
his taking up the matter of the gold lease 
with Mr, Heiser. Witness re led that he 
would not haye the smallest objection. He 
told Mr. Briscoe what he had done in London, 
and that he had not yet got any report. On 
the same day he wired to his friend in 
London; “ Do not go any further.” He was 
not instrumental in bringing Mr. Heiser over, 
and he (witness) had no power to do any- 
thing in connection with the mine, good, bad 
or indifferent. 


DOCUMENT DRAFTED 


Subsequently Mr; D'Arcy said he met Mr. 
Heiser in Dublin; and he was present when 
a document referred to as a sub-lease was 
drafted. He believed the document was an 
option, and he had taken part in the drafting 
of it, but did not know anything of its terms. 

He met Mr. Harrison, a London solicitor, 
in Leinster House. He was told that Mr. 
Briscoe had sent a "plane to Belfast to bring 
Mr. Harrison here. At that interview Mr 
Harrison, Mr. Briscoe, Mr. Breen, Mr. Hayes 
and witness himself were present.

A MINING ENGINEER 

Answering Mr. Geoghegan further, Mr. 
D’Arcy said he went to London to get in 
touch, through his stockbroker friend, with 
a mining engineer of high repute to give 
him advice. He himself had no knowledge 
of gold-minitig and knew no mining eng!- 
neers, He had been a solicitor for twenty- 
seven years, practising in Tipperary. “I 
formed a clear impression, rightly or wrongly, 
that Heiser had behind him a group who 
were actually putting up the money. There 
was never a suggestion by implication or 
otherwise that Heiser was going to form a 
public company.’ 

Mr. Costelle—Senator, Comyn has described 
a conversation with Mr. Breen in which you 
were described as being “in touch with 
money” ~~ 

Mr. D’Arcy—I was not here, but I saw 
that in the /rish T'wmes. It is rather a broad 
term. The witness said he went to London 
to get some expert mining. engineer who 
would, on witness’s own behalf, make a re- 
port on the Wicklow mine. If that were 


favourable, he might invest some of his own 


money and some of his clients’ money. 

Not sufficient to work a gold mine?—I 
may be a country solicitor, but there are 
country solicitors who have touch with 
money; some people think only town solici- 
tors are capable of handling very large sums 
of money. 

Senator Comy: has stated that you went 
over to get a mining enginder on behalf of 
his group?—It was very much on my own 
behalf. ;

MR. CHURCHILL’S 
WARNING 


GROWTH OF GERMAN 
ARMS 


HE ‘‘grim fact” of Germanys’ rearma- 
T ment and the gravity of the Italo- 
/ Abyssinian situation were discussed 
by Mr, Winston Churchill in his speech at 
the City Carlton Cluo, London, yesterday. 

We are much distressed, he said, by the 
impending war between Italy and Abyssinia. 
Many people can foresee the beginning of a 
war, but none can foretell, least of all those 
who begin it, how it will end.The whole 
country, indeed the whole Empire, 1s, 
believe, ready to support His Majesty's 
Government in making their contribution to 
the authority of the League of Nations in 
accordance with the obligations into which 
we have entered. Our duty, and our vital 
interest in peace. compels us to take -our 
share and do our ~ in the workings of a 
great international instrument which seeks 
to establish the reign of law among nations 
and ward off the measureless perils of another 
world struggle. 

Af the League of Nations were able to 

revent this Colonia: war without broadenin 
it into a general European war, that woul 
be an immeasurable gain to the safety of 
all countries. 

I trust that France will realise how vital 
to her own security in the future it is for 
the League to emerge successfully from this 
decisive test. Notuing can be more im- 
portant to European peace than the close co- 
operation of Great Britain and France in 
maintaining the reality and authority of the 


ague. | 

We also all support the Government in 
making it quite clear that there is no ques- 
tion of isolated action by Great Britain. I 
welcome particularly the explicit statements 
which Sir Samuel Hoare and other Ministers 
have made upon that point. Not only 
France, but many other countries, must do 
their part as well. lf we are forced to 
make exertions and run risks, it must only 
be in company with many States, great and 
small, all of whom make » loyal and sub- 
stantial contribution to collective security 
and collective action. 
The Government have also been absolutely 
right: in strengthening our naval power in 
the Mediterranean, and making sure that 
every precaution is taken by the British 
Fleets. But these precautions, which the 
Admiralty have taken and which they were 
bound to take, in no way differentiate the 
position of Great ‘Britain from that of other 
members of the League of Nations. 


THE ISSUE 


The issue does not lie between Italy and 
Great Britain; it lies between Italy and the 
i _ We do not know—no one 
knows—what is going to happen in the next 
few weeks.

Orders have been placed 
for reasonable quantities, and there is a 
pressure for delivery of goods on contract. 
Dress goods are again in evidence, and 
damasks have mot been neglected. Quotations 
are being asked for over the whole range o! 
manufactures, and there are considerable in 

uiries about. Manufacturers are hopeful 
that the general cheerful feeling in Great 
Britain and the better business reports in 
U.S.A. will presently be reflected in their 
order books.

LARGE INCREASE IN 
SALES 


NEW ORDINARY STOCK 
Ah iecas he “rise 


Mr. Francis J. Dickens presided at the 
ordinary half-yearly meeting of the share- 
holders of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ 
Gas Company, which was held yesterday at 
the offices in D’Olier street, Dublin. 

In the directors’ repens for the past six 
months it was stated that there was a profit 
on the revenue of £74,192 after providing for 
interest on Debenture stock, interest on tem- 
porary loans, and income tax, and there re- 
mained a sum of £61,118, to which must be 
added a surplus of £904 transferred from 
the special purposes fund account, and the 
sum of £32,728, being the balance brought 
from the last account, making a total of 
£94,752. The directors recommended a divi- 
dend at the rate of 7 per cent., less income 
tax. This would absorb the sum of £54,315, 
after which a balance of £40,436 will remain 
to be carried to the next account, this being 
an increase of £7,707 on the balance brought 
forward from the last account. 

INCREASED SALES 

The Chairman, moving the adopticn of the 
report and statement of accounts, said that 
sales of gas again show an increase. The 
prolonged transport strike in )ublin during 
the half-year under review<setarded the nor- 
mal rate of increase, and consequently it was 
“áis ig g to find that the guantity oí gas 
sold increased by nearly 2i per cent. 
The annual sales now exceed twelve million 
therms, against seven millions therms a 
decade ago.: This represents an over-all in- 
crease of 70 per cent., or an average increase 
of 7 per cent. per annum. Their consumers 
now exceed 105,000 in number, inclusive of 
nearly 1,700 added during the half-year. 

Most of the ordinary consumers and many 
of the slot consumers own their own cookers, 
but, apart from these privately-owned stoves, 
there are more than 87,000 on hire. During 
the ó aga half-year the company sold 765 high- 
grade cookers, and fitted nearly 1,800 new - 
slot cookers. The company’s activities were 
not confined to the gas-cooking field. During 
the six months they sold an additional 800 
modern gas fires, and 1,145 appliances for 
water-heating by gas, the greater proportion . 
being geysers, a form of apparatus which was 
greatly appreciated because of the instan- 
taneous hot water supply rendered available 
at any desired temperature. - They sold a 

roportionately large number of the various 
orms of m apparatus used in catering, and 
in general manufacturing businesses, and, of 


course, the. usual large quantity of the smaller 


types of gas apparatus. 
CONSUMPTION OF COKE 


A very notable feature, however, was that 
they sold 397 coke grates and 360 coke boilers, 
This was a development of their efforts to 
improve the demand for coke in the home 
market, and they intended to persevere with ; 
them, as they were convinced that here was 
the natural outlet for their products. They 
had found that the ordinary type of open 
grate for burning other solid fuels was not 
always quite suitable for the consumption of 
coke, and, therefore, they were installing suit- 
able open grates on very reasonable terms for 
users in their local area. 

Next to coke, their most important by- 
product was tar, for which there was an in- 
creased demand. As regards other products, 
they had no difficulty in selling the entire 
output of sulphate of ammonia, and they 
had been manufacturing benzole on a com- 
mercial scale since February. The results 
had fully realised their anticipations. It was 
realised, of course, that coke, tar and sul- 
phate are only by-products, and, therefore, 
the quantity available was not unlimited, but 
it had. direct relation to the quantity of coal 
carbonised. They carbonised nearly 80,000 
tons during the half-year, and even with 
their own three steamers in constant service 
they found it necessary to charter outside 
tonnage to maintain supplies. Although their 
sales of gas were again their highest on re- 
cord, 80, tons of coal was somewhat less 
tian the previous maximum, but the quantity 
of gas-oil used had increased. . 

eir carbonising and auxiliary plant did 
not call for any major repairs, and had been 
maintained at the usual high rate of 
efficiency. Another new industry which they 
had started was the machining of brass gas- 
fittings, and it was now in a position to 
meet. their total requirements. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


Expenditure on capital account had been 

300, the greater part of this being for 
the extension of the mains system to new 
housing sites, notably at Crumlin and Kim- 
mage, Finglas and Naas road. Credits 
amounted to £7,400, so that the balance at 
debit of capital account was increased by 
£13,800. In the revenue account expendi- 
ture on coal and oil showed a decrease of 
£1,400, principally due to a reduction in the 
quantity of coal imported. Purification and 
wages cost somewhat more on account of the 
larger quantity of gas made, but there was a 
substantial decrease in repair works, so that 
altogether the cost of manufacture was less 
by £9,300. 

Distribution costs were down by £1,900, 
but rents, rates and taxes were higher by 
£1,500, mostly by reason of increased provi- 
sion for Corporation Profits Tax, which re- 
mained a serious, although they still hoped 
not a permanent, Crain on their resources. 


GROSS PROFIT 


Receipts from sales of gas, after making 
provision for increased discounts, were 
greater by £2,800. and rentals by £1,000. The 
net increase on the credit side of the revenue 
account was, therefore, £1,160, and, as ex- 
penditure was less by £6.005, the gross profit 
was greater by £7,165, at £74,192. To this is 
to be added the surplus of £904 transferred 
from: special purposes fund (which for the 
time being had reached its statutory limit), 
making a total of £75,096. Deducting interest 
on debenture stock, interest on temporary 
loans, and income tax, there remains the sum 
of £62,023, sufficient to pay the proposed 
dividend and to leave £7,707 to be acided to 
the carry forward. 


A COMPARISON 


Comparing the talance sheet figures with 
those of twelve months ago, liabilities were 
greater by £34,000, of which it was pleas- 
ing to note that £12,700 was attributable to 
the greater amount at credit of their profit 
and loss account and £9,000 to the increase 
in their varions funds. Bank overdraft was, 
however, greater by £31,000, but against 
this sundry creditors were less by £18,800. 
The assets differ from last year by the 
yeduction in the book value of ships by 
£11,000. Investments, mostly due to —— 
tion of Land Bonds, were less by £1,500, 
but stocks were greater by £3,100, and 
accounts due to the company by £4,700. 
These last two items reflected the greater 
volume of business transacted. The principal 
feature on this side was, however, the in- 
crease of £39,400 in over-expended capital. 


NEW STOCK ISSUE 

The balance sheet disclosed a thoroughly 
sound and healthy state of affairs. He did 
not, of course, consider that a permanent 
over-expended capital account was a desirable 
feature of a balance sheet, but, with the issue 
of new Ordinary stock, which would be mado 
shortly, this position would be rectified, and 
simultaneously there would be a disappearance 
of their overdraft. 

As regards the prospects of the company, 
he looked forward to the future with con- 
fidence. ‘The resolution of the extraordinary 
meeting of the company on March 28 last to 
raise additional capital by the creation and 
issue of ordinary stock would, it was hoped, 
In view 
of this contingency the directors recommended 
the declaration of a dividend at the rate of 
£7 per cent. per annum, less income tax, on 
the consolidated Ordinary stock of the com- 
pany. This would absorb the sum of £54,515, 
after which a balance of £40,436 would re- 
main to be carried to the next account, this 
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
